lion is coyn’d into Money,and the old Species mark’d; 
the Director of our Mint in Paris has deliver’d Notes 
under his Fland,. and continues to give Notes daily 
for the Value of the Species and Bullion that is re- 
ceiv'd into our faid Mint to be chang’d, whieh Notes 
have been offer'd'in Payment by the Bearers of them, 
and have been receiv’d without Scruple by moft Per- 
fons to: whom they have been offer’d.
